GREATEST ASSET. 


This particular incident 
ilustrafes clearly that. surprise 
was the pirates’ grentest asset 
and, that, given a similar ade 
vantage, a handful of deck 
oMeers was o match for the 
most determined band of buecn- 
neera, 


The Sunning's officers provad 
it. 

But in the annals of China 
coust shipping, they were among

DANGER ZONE 


The ship, carrying general 
cargo and a number of deck 
passengers; was under the com~- 
mand cf Ceplain J. Pringle, Sh 
left Amoy for Hongkong on 
November 15, 1928 at 9.30 o,m, 

Amoy was within what they 
called “the Danger Zone’ and 
because of thal, the cargo and 
especially the deck passengers 
were searched as they came 
aboard, This was a precdution 
adopted by shipping — and local 

authorlites becawse of the many 
piracies and = because the 
despercdots atways boarded the 
ship disguised o8 passengers. 

ut the search at Amoy, as at 
other China coast ports, was 
carried out by the Chinese-Marl- 
time Customs whose chief aim 
was the prevention’ of emuggling 
rather than erlmes or piracics.
